Glasgow Wil Step Out and MeMillan in
Tomorrow Morning.

The work of Involcing the stock has slready
begun,

Mr. MeMillan was appolnted abeut iwo
months ago. He has made his home in
South Omaha for the last seven years, and
has always taken an active part In demo-
cratic politics, His appointment I8 sald to
have been through the recommendation of
Secretary Morton. He is thoroughly com-
petent to il the position. When sesn by
The Bes man last evenlng, he sald that for
the presint he wonld not make a single
change in the office force.

Dr. J. M. Glasgow, the retiring postmaster,
was lucky enough to serve out a Hitle more
than a four-year term. FKe gave the oMoe
his personal supervisjon, and was surrounded
by a corps of men who were careful, obliging
and competent. The doctor Is one of the
ploneer cltizens, and is as popular a man as
there I8 In South Omaha today. The men
who have bean assoclated with him during
his administration speak well of the manner
in which Dr. Glasgow has treated them,

Indlan Skeletons Found,

While, excavating for the foundation for
the new Bohemlan Catholic ehurch, at
Twenty-sgeond and Wyman streets, yester-
day, the workmen discoveéred o number of
akulls and skeletons, In one place there
were skulls of four adults and one baby.
The distinetlon conld readily be made by
the teeth nnd size of the bones. The tact that
there were beady lying near the bhones gives
strength to the supposition that at ong time
this spot was an Indlan burying ground.

There ara men who have lived in this
vicinity for the last tweniy-nine years, and
they may that there never was a burying
grovnd for Indians at that plece within that
perlod. There was no Indication that col-
fns or boxes of any sort had been used, and
tiearly évery one of the ekeletons indicated
that the bodies had been placed there In n
aitling position. The baby bones were lying
close to those of a grown person, who might
hade been the mother. The skalls were
plcked up by those who will keep them aa
reliea of the very early days of South Omaha,
One skeleton was partially petrified.
